Steve Varga, a Hungarian, about 


45 years old, was drowned Monday 
afternoon in the Licking river east 
of the southern end of Jones street, 
(Texas) when he plunged into the 
river, fully clad to rescue a floating 
chicken coop which he wanted to use 
at home. His body was found this 
morning about 11 o'clock by August 
Feurriegel. It was lying on a sand 
bar in the middle of the river at a 
point about directly 
south of 
the 


children's home. The Bradley ambu- 
lance brought the body to the Brad- 
ley morgue where Coroner 
A\f. 
L. 


Jackson viewed the body. He wili 
determine later whether an inquest 
will be necessary. 


August Feurriegel, who located the 


body after a search of nearly 
12 


hours in which officers of the police 
department, with assistants dragged 
.the stream with grappling 
hooks, 


has in the past dozen years located 
three bodies of river victims after 
search was 
conducted for a 
long 


time. 
He has uncanny 
"hunches" 


which have not yet failed him. This 
morning, in spite of the ridicule of a 
number of people who assembled to 
aid in the search, he started down 
the river searching for the 
body. 


Others did not 
believe 
the 
body 


would pass over the riffle 
in 
the 


creek just east of Jones street. The 
body was about 300 yards below the 
riffle. 


In spite of the swift current, 
a 


young man waded the stream above 
where the foody was found 
and a 


friend of Varga's, fully clad plunged 
into the swift 
waters 
below 
the 


sand bar. 
The two carried the body 


to the shore where it was turned 
over to the ambulance crew. 


Varga's body was not in bad con- 


dition, owing to the very cool weath- 
er. He was fully clothed. The only 
*nark on the body was a contusion 
over the right temple 
which 
had 


caused some blood to flow. Whether 
this wound caused death 
had 
not 


been determined this afternoon. 


Varga had gone to the river Mon- 


day afternoon with three companions 
to fish. While seated along the bant 


Welcome to our 'city!
